self of the law and take out a charter. 
Since that time he has labored under 
disadvantages that have been harm ­ 
ful to his business, and on the es­ 
tablishment of a state bank at Viola, 
his depositors made demands that he 
could not meet, and to protect credi­ 
tors and give them an equal chance, 
he concluded to wind up his matters 
b y the steps taken. 
He believes cre­ 
ditors will receive dollar for dollar as 
fast as securities and property can be 
realized on. 
T h e schedules filled in 
court show assets of $19,846.47, with 
$22,962.96 liabilities. 
A trustee to wind up affairs will he 
appointed at an early date.

NO JO K E IN TH IS IDEA. 
There has been a good deal of laughter about a proposed ordinance 
to give city officials free access to public entertainments. It is not a joke, 
if we may judge from analogy. Other cities have such an ordinance, the 
purpose being to permit at all times the fullest public inspection of these 
places There should be no dissent from the idea that this plan is a gcod 
one It is to be presumed that our city officials have too much dignity to 
make such an ordinance a means of securing free entertainment, and until 
the privilege has been granted and abused, there should be no insinuations 
that a pleasure-loving administration is planning a constant lark for itself at 
the expense of private enterprise. The ordinance as originally drawn was 
faulty, but its intent was neverthele ss good. 


TO ENFORCE TH E SMOKE ORDINANCE 


There is a smoke ordinance in La Crosse. There is no particular rea­ 
son for presuming this, unless one happens to have examined the records 
of council proceedings 
However, there is a smoke ordinance. 
There is also smoke in La Crosse—dirty, rank soft coal smoke that 
blackens the washing of the housewives on the lines and makes murky 
the paint on the freshly dressed buildings and sifts through the window 
and door sills onto our carpets and gets onto our linen and into our eyes 
and ears and lungs. It comes from the plant of SOME PEO PLE and in­ 
jures the property and health of O TH ER PEO PLE who have 
plants 
of their own that might pour 
out filthy volumes of smoke in retaliation 
but who for decency sake go to the small expense and bother of pre­ 
venting their businesses becoming public nuisances. 
And now, it is said, the smoke ordinance will be inforced. That 
is 
good. It was not inforced in the past largely 
because it was so 
drawn as to leave some ambiguity as to whose duty it was to enforce it. 
It is about time for this mooted point to be settled, 
and it has 
been 
• 
said by one of the officials whose duty it may or may not have been to 
force observance of the law, that he has concluded to set doubt aside 
and proceed to the performance of the duty of the somebody intended to 
be charged by the ordinance. The official who said this is a man who usual­ 
ly delivers the goods, and we take pleasure in presuming that the smoke 
ordinance will now be inforced. Failure to do so will soon result in an up 
heaval of dissatisfaction that will be unpleasant, and should be unnec- 
sary.
